America are not of Spanish origin, 
but. were made by the Indian women 
long before the coming of the con- 
quistadores. 

A particular lace which might well 
be mistaken for a cobweb, 80 fine {a 
its texture and design, has been made 
by the Indian women of Paraguay for 
~o long that ite origin is lost in the 
obscurity of legends, 

It takes much time and infinite pa- 
tlence to make this lace, known as. 
nandut!i, and only those who have 
known the art from mother to daugh- 
ter really know how to do it. 

The nandut! lace is to be found. 
only in Paraguay. No other country 
‘Wakes {t, and many buyers are sent 
from other countries in South Amer- 
fea to purchase It. : 

In Paraguay, frequently whole vil- 
lages are employed in the manufac- 
ture of these laces.

In those days 
in France, and in fact all over Eu- 
rope, the Insane were flogged, were 
believed to be possessed by the devil, 
were loaded with chains and {mpris- 
Oned with the sick and criminal. 

As head of the Bicetre hospital in 
1793 and as director of the Salpetriere 
{m 1705, Pinel cast aside the chains 
of the insane’ inmates, substituted 
warm baths for the cold water im- 
mersion and instituted many reforms 
that seem only natural to us. Claude 
Lillingsston also has offered to read- 
ers of Hygela Magazine the bjography 
of Philippe Pinel, another of the “Plo- 
neers of Medicine:

There the splendor of suecess had 
truly “dazzled in vain’ for there, 
despite his triumphs, he had .also 
known extreme poverty and im- 
prisonment ‘for debt. So his homecoming was 
af the sweeter because ‘he came back to his 
native land to receive the acelaim of his fel- 
low-Americans .who honored the penniless: com. 
poser with great festivals in New York and in 


Boston. 


Since that day a century ayo the fame of 
John Howard Payne’ has spread to all .corntrs 
‘of the world, for the song which he wrote,’ per- 
haps more than any other ever written, has a 
universal] appeal. It has been translated into 
‘every lunguage avd sung in every country un- 
der the sun. Simple of melody and ‘homely. of 


‘ words though it may be, soine of the’ greatest 


singers of al} time have been prond to- include 
it. in their repertoires, for it is the one song 
which is sure to reich the heart of mankind, no 
matter under. what color of skin that heart 
beats. . ‘ ; 

-Becauge Payne's fame rests so securely upon 
this one song, Americans are likely. to, forget— 
if indeed-they know, at all—that be had other 
claims’ to ‘distinction, any one of whieb would 
eotitie him to a place in the fist of American 
notables, At the age of twenty he was darling 
of the New York stage, a young actor who had 
leaped into fame dvérnight. But the fame of 
Payne, the actor, was no greater thin the fame 
of Payne. the intimate friend of snth literary 
notables as Washington Irving. Sir Walter Scott, 
Lord Byron and Thomas Moore and of such 
strtesmen as ‘Henry Clay, Daniel Webster and 
William L. Marey. 

He might have “been. remembered as one of 
the great playwrights of his time, for he was 
the author ef no less than five operas, nine 
farces, 21 dramas, six comedies and eight trag- 
edies.

“Why, ‘tis a boy of -fifffen! excitedly eom- 
tented these who had wendered at the identity 
of the Thespian Mirror's editor, Literary circles 
lionized him, and so much success for one so 
young naturally began to go to Payne's head, 
Interested friends decided that he must receive 


London on May 8, 1823. The song was an in- 
stantaneous success, More than 100,000 copies 
were issued by its publishers in London within 
less than a year after it was first ‘sung there 
and it yielded them a profit'of more than half 
a million dollars, And yet the author of the 
song received only a mere pittance from this 
sum. The publishers did not place his name 
on the title page nor did they even send him a 
complimentary copy of his song which was so 
soon to become immortal! But this was not an 
nnusual experience for the composer. For 
Payne's life had been a series of successes and 
failures, a strange combination of affluence and 
poverty alternately. 

Payne wus born at 8% Peart strect in New 
York city in 1791, the sixth child of Willlam 
Payne, a school teacher. His mother was the 
daughter of a Jewish family, named Isaacs, who 
lived in Easthampton, Iong Island. It was this 
peaceful Long Island community which was 
“Home, Sweet Home” to Payne during his bey- 
hood and there today’ stands the honse which 
is raid to have been in Payne’s thoughts .when 
he wrote the song. “AS a matter of fact this 
honse was not owned by Payne's father but 
was rented by him, while he was principal of 
the Clinton academy in Easthampton, from the 
Mulfords, a family that was in continuous pos- 
“session of ft “from 1751 to 1910 when It was 
aold ta Gustave H. Buek of Néw York eity.

He lived with the head of the institution, one 
Doctor Nott. and enthusiastically began: another 
paper, known as Pastime, which was an im- 
mediate success. But poor Doctor Nott con- 
fessed himself quite unable to discipline his 
pupil properly. Payne often disappeared for 
days at a time and was otherwise unruly. He 
was handsome; his talents had heen recog- 
nized, and he was eager to begin his stage cn- 
reer, : 

‘This opportunity came after the death of his 
mother, when his father fell Inte financtal diffi- 
culties. Tayne teft college and returned to 
New York, seeking « role in the theater. In 1809, 
at the nge of eighteen, he appeared as Norvat 
in “Douglas," one of Master Retty's famous 
roles, and achieved sstounding populnrity. 

But despite this vaccess Payne's father wished 
him to give up the stuge and the young’ man 
neceeded. to the elder’s wishes. He consented 
to found a school but it was a dismal financial 
failure, so again’ Payne ‘turned to the stage, 
acting in Shakespearean drama in Boston and 
elsewhere. Finally In January, 1813, accompan- 
fed by his brother, Payne salled for London to 
seek a stage cnreer there. But an. unexpected 
event delayed his theaterical debut abroad, Kng-

American Indians Not 
Lacking in Good Ideas’ 


With particular respect to. fishing, 
the American. Indian methodology wis 
especiuliy interesting, The huarpoon 
was a favorite implement for toking 
large fish, the spear or simply & shiep- 
pointed stick fer smaller try. But the 
net aiso was used. and a kind of fist 
corral was frequently einploy ed on the 
tidal beaches—a circle of, sticks driven 
into the sand. In the New England 
region torch fishing was comnion ; the 
fish, attracted) by the light, . were 
spenred or netted by the Indians. in 
canoes or actually wading in the wa- 
ter. No better evidence of the natural 
economy of the race, so frequently de- 
nied, cnn be cited than the custom of 
fertilizing corn hills with the remains 
of fish. This was the trick taught to 
the settlers at Plymouth by Squanto, | 
and a little thought mn the subject wilt 
suggest that it was an exumple of pure 
primitive genfus on the part ofthe 
inventor.. Another exhibition of. the 
same type is to be found in the cus- 
tom of using: mild vegetable polsons 
to catel fish, but in this case the origin 
may well have been of the nature of a 
discovery rather than of an invention.
